Pennsylvania Politics. 


Ordinarily the canvass for the Demo- 


cratic Gubernatorial nomination in Penn- 
sylvania, with its 80,000 Republican ma- 
jority, is regarded of very little account, 
bat this year the Pennsylvania Democrats 
declare that it is of national significance.

WIGGINS EXPLAINS THE TORNADO. 


The Canadian Weather Prophet TelU 


What He Know* About Nature's 
Ways. 


OTTAWA, Ont., April 1.--Regarding the 


tornado in Kentucky. Prof. Stone Wiggins 
says it was caused by the peculiar relation 
of the planets to the earth, which rocked 
the north Atlantic like the rocking of a 
ihip in a storm. The same effect was 
produced upon the atmosphere. He Bays 
the nan and moon keep two currents always 
in motion, but when other heavenly bodies 
unite with the former the velocity of these 
currents is increased and when their speed 
ii suffloiout they break into whirlpools 
which we call cyotonei. When the sun is 
south of the equator the Atlantic outrent 
keeps off shore and is very dangerous to 
shipping. Wben, howavw, the sau and 
the moon Lappbn to ba on the equator and 
are moving northward, this current is 
deflected npon the continent and bieaks 
into cyoloDes. 


The professor says he knew that if the 


northern and southern currents united over 
Nova Scotia without previously breaking 
into cyclones, there would be a disastrous 
tidal wave along the coast of N.ew England. 
To Wiggins' prediction of this great storm 
is said to be due tbe fact that not a single 
Canadian vessel was lost, all being har- 
bored.
